Waild Beined) Housing Condii^nn By

Vaihlngton, D. C. — Oraatlo legis- 
lation to meet the housing eondlUon 

in the United States is recommended 
in a statement by Senator Kenyou of 
Iowa, a member of the Senate com- 
mittee which invi'stigated tlie housmg 
problem throughout the country. 

The Senator also suggeeta legtalap 
tion to oeet of' or conditions, some of 
tlie recommenaalions being of a start- 
ling nature. Tlio Seiiiilor says the 
United Stutea Is 1,000,000 homes sliort 
today and that the problem is aeuio in 
every section of the country. He would 
kave Ctovemment aid directly in lolv- 
tng the problem. 

Among other things Senator Kenyon 
r^oommends the establlBhment of a 
Federal home loan bank, similar In 
Its operations to the Federal farm 
loan bank, as a means of eiiablint; the 
American people to liave roots over 
their heads. He called attention to the 
tMt that tbe States of New York and 
Htm Jersey have tackled the housing 
problem, that Qreat BriUIn and 
Stance are taking action, and he can 
■ae no reason why the American Oot- 
emment should not ilu tlie same IhinK, 
Among other reconimeiiilulkms tlic 
Senator made wore: 

Removal of Government depart- 
ments in Washington to other points 
to relieve the congestion In the capital 
city. 



Location of the IJepartiiient of Agri- 
culture in the Middle \\ est In the cen- 
ter of the farming country. 

Re-establishment of the War Fin- 
ance CorporatlMi to flnaace surplus 
crops and make poalbia thrtr sate in 
foreign conn tries. 

A conference of Weitem Senators 
and House members to oonsider ways 
and means to relieve the burden on 
farmers. 

Qovernment control of the coal 
mines in the event the prices of coal 
ar^ not immediately reduced. 

Senator Kmyon says he is prepar- 
ing bills in keeping with these recom- 
mendations. 

Relative to farming conditions In 
tlie West, a situation resulting In 
iiiucli agrarian agitation, Senator Ken- 
yon says the conference he proposes 
will bo called here within a short 
time.

Dr. J. J. IMckey Tiii^Hilay issued this 
letter to the public frum Hayswood 
Hospital: 

Cttlsens of Maaon County: 

I have hea oharged with a dnty of 
calling upon yon to helpaata the Uves 
of 3,500.000 perishing Amenlan chil- 
dren. Ry the persecution of the Turks 
the Armenian people have been re- 
duced from n.Ooo.iHX) to 3,,'iOO.OOO. 
This destruction has been going on 
for ten centuries and it would seem as 
thoBiA the Turks were about to ac- 
eompUah their -^arpeea. ~ 

These ehildreh have been reacued 
by Attierloa and have been malntined 
for the last five years by the contribu- 
tion.i of our nation. The association 
which has tliis work in charge has 
headquarters In New York City and is 
called The Near Bast Relief Associa- 
tion, chartered by tbe Congress ot the 
I nited States. There is an {wsociation 
lu eaph 'atata. iCehtadky*s headqnar- 
tors are in Louisville. 

These children are Rathoroil into 
orphanages and tlie relief lias liecn ail- 
mlnistereil to them by a nuble body 
of Americans who are tminiiiE them, 
teaching them, preparing them for 
life. Many milUoas of dollars have 
boen espeoded in p i eee i i ln g them 
thus far and now to save what we 
have already done we muat continue 
the work, t^ach county is asked tor a 
certain amount and >ra.son county's 
quota Is $2.f>flo. 1 liavo sent out a num- 
ber of letters to citizens of the rounty 
appealtnt ft>r help and generous re- 
sponeee are being made. What we 
want BOW ia for the whole oitisenahip 
to take hold of this matter vigorously 
and promptly supply a needed relief.

One starving orphan child appeals 
to any human hearted person, what 
must we say to 8,SOO,000 of such chil- 
dren whose parenla have been lmtcta- 
ered by the morderoaa Turk,. whose 
hnmea have been deetroyed and who 
are left to the merey ot a benevolent 
world. 

I have no lan.en.'if;o lo express the 
Interest 1 feel In tbe preservation, of 
these children. The cause cf this per 
secution la their religion. They are 
the oMest ^Christian nation in the 
world and rather than give up their 
religion for IIMinmmedanism they are 
well nigh extemdnated. 

They fought in the war with the Al- 
lies and wore a powerful factor In 
holding back the Turkish hordes in 
this part of the world. 

Fellow cltisons I appeal to you one 
and all to eome forward and give ac- 
cording to torn abUilf to raise the 
amount asked. Yonr t^eoks nay ma 
from 11.00 up Indefinitely. Let 
everybody help and the result will be 
glorious for Mason county. 

This Is the first appeal that has 
ever been made for these Armenians 
to the people of Mason cumty and I 
feel anre that it will not be In vain. 
V ith.« proftmnd trust in your gener- 
OL'ity I leave the matter with ybn and 
look forward to the near future when 
Wo :,hall all rejoice together in having 
done what God calls upon us to do.
